be rehearſed. Nlith which kaults we neuer wonld,no2 de⸗ 
fired to charge the nation of the Lowe countries: neither 
Peinces, noz pꝛouinces, who receiued and placed them 
(notwithſtanding all fatthfail warning) to be Gouer⸗ 
nours. 

But bre may it bc knowne of whaf nature theſe god 
people be, which fo the fault of Stanley and Yorke, cauſe 
the whole Englich nation to be ſuſpected . But if they be 
particular perſons , they erce either by ignoꝛ ince, 02 elſe 
they themlelues bearing a fraiferons minde, would ras. 
ther haue the Spaniards then the Engliſhmen. If they be 
publike perſons , either they are of the ſame condition, oz 
els would rather remaine maiſters themſelues. Bow [9 
euer it be, they (ew that they beare neither faith no2 loue 
bnto hir Batelfte , bis Ercetlencie, noz to the people of 
England [&eing they turne all things to the wont, lo the 
great p2ciudice of the guiltleſſe. 

Ik there had not bene great ſpife and injurious high 
minde bozne both to bir Pateffie and bis Ercelleacie , in 
ſeed of thankefulneſſe , and namelie by thoſe that ould 


haue bene a great while agoe vader the poake of the eni⸗

on theſe parts ſhed his blod, and loft his life, and an iu⸗ 
numerable number of Englich Souldto2s, loffc their liues 


and periſhed foz want: Alſo certeine ſummes of monep 
was bꝛought out of England hether , and conſumed: an? 
ret notwithſkanding, wee ſtand fill in need of farther 
pelpe. Ik then J ſape we ſhould enter into ſuch dealings, 
wee erre agreaflie; and declare by our vnthankkulnelle, 
that (not onelie) wee do not deſire anpe further aide, but 
alſo determine to retompenſe the great god and vnſpeake⸗ 
able pleaſures paſt and done vnto vs with mære vuthank- 
ſfulneſle. 

The Engliſh Lo2des and Gentlemen haue bene cons 
nerſant among vs with al! freendlineſſe, courteſies, and 
god example, they haue little regarded to venter their bo- 
dies and lines foꝛ vs, as {oz their obone natiue count ie, 
inhabitants, and kindered, 

T hep haue neither deſired of vs lande 02 liuing, Lozds 
ſhips o2 iuriſdictions , but to the conttarie, haue offen- 


times declared, that if thep mape bꝛing fo palle fo rid 


theſe countreis of Dpanith ty2zannie, and made with vs 
an everlaſting couenant, fo aide, helpe , and fo defend 
each otyer (as themlelues that then they ſhould deſite no 


greater bliſſe of the Almigytie God , noz of vs anye other 


thankefulneſſe oz recompence, 

Wee haue tried and had experience in our countries, 
aſwell of Spaniſh, French, Scottiſh , Italian, Hungari-

to a godlie Chꝛiſtian Mꝛinceſſe. Vea, a Paincefſe , which 


when wee were reiected and koꝛſaken of other Kings and 
Potentates, bath not onelte ſent to our aide and ſuccour, 
Cacles Lo:des,Oentlemen and Douldters, of whoſe mos 
deftie,ſob21ette, vertue, and freevdlie conuerſation, we are 
to yzld thanks vato aboue all other nations, but alſo hath 
ozdeined (ach x Pꝛince fo2 our gouernour, as none hath 
biene hithe-ta knowne in theſe parts to excell him, in gods 
lincT:, vertue,righteonſnefſe, frendlinec, liberalitie, cour⸗ 
teſte,and kindlineſſe . Who bath aiſo declared in egecie 
place where be came, that be wtheth no other pleaſure of 
his age, then that in doing tbe woꝛke of bis Lozzd GDD 
kaithfullie, geimight aſſure and ſeale vnto vs the fradom of 
our lands and conſciences, againſt his and cur enimies, 
with his owae blond.

ble x vneſtimable benefts,x we pet(neuerthcles) ſtanding 


till in great nad of the continuance therof, why ſhoald we 


tgen either do vnfo bir ſuch vnrealonable and deteſtab le 
Wrong. oꝛ once offer, oꝛ ſuffer it to be done oꝛ offered, in 
charging ihe Engliſb nation with the fauit cf one o2 two 
CTraitoꝛs. And if we charge them therewith, what ſhoulo 
wr? declace thereby, other wiſe then that we mind to depart 
tt om hir, retect hir aide, and reward the great pleaſure and 
comfoꝛt dane pato vs, with oiſplealaic and diſcourteſie.

Finallie, it we would pꝛouoke hir Gaieſttes diſpleaſure a- 
gainſt vs, it is euen like as if we ſhonld couet to be led like 
Buffes by the noſe , from bir bountifulnes vader the Dpas 


niſh tyꝛannie, from hir godlincſſe into the vngodlie papi⸗ 


ftrie,and to be dꝛiuen vnder kde yaake, like as a people vu⸗ 
wozthic,vnhappie,and moſt ſlauiſh kind of creatures. 
Some lap that in England manie Traitoꝛs are puni⸗ 
ſched, whoſe quarters are to be ſcene round about London 
in great number. But would to God there wers in otber 
places moe Londons, about the which might be leenc the 
quarters of the traitozs, which in other places eſcape their 
deſerued puniſhment : then ſhould it be ſane and knowne, 
that the Spantth Duckets and Piſtolets, are of as great 
fozce in other places as in England, Treaſon is verie bas 
euerie where, but farre wozfſe where it is not puniſhed ; 
the ſtanding quarters in England ſhew Gods blefling vp⸗ 
on that nation, who doth reueale them, and the iuſtice of 
the countrie that doth puniſh them.

number of repozts,in pꝛolonging of executions, all which 

they could oz might cloake and colour with faire triiumed 

fauourable pꝛetexts and pꝛoteſtations of our pꝛiuileges,
